One egg.
One-quarter cup of milk.
Two and one-half cups of flour,
One leven tatlespoon of milk,
One tablespoon of sirup,
One teaspoon of salt.
One-quarter teaspoon of peper.
Beat to mix and then fry in hot

fet or bake on a griddle.
Tomato Canape.

Dip the tomato in boiling water and
then into cold water to loosen the
skins. Remove skins and cut into
thin slices. Place on a thin slice of
bread and butter and spread the
tomato with a little mayonnaise and
dust with paprika.

Ilaked Illneflah.
Select the fish weighing about one

and one-half pounds. Clean and then
wrap In a piece of cheesecloth and
thi&n in white paper and finally in
newspaper; it may then bit placed
directly on the Ice until needed for
dinner without having the fish odor
spoiling the other foods.

To Rake the Fiah.
Rub fish with salad oil and then dust

lightly with flour. Place in well-
greased and floured baking pan and
bake in moderate oven for one hour.
If rou desire a tilling, it may be
made as follows: Soak a sufficient
amount of stale bread in cold water
mat when pressed dry will measure
two cups. Rub through a fine sieve.
Place in a mixing bowl and add
Four tablespoons of shortening.
Two onions, chopped fine.
One green pepper, chopped fine.
Three branches of parsley, chopped

ffcne.
One egg.
Mix thoroughly and then fill Into

the fish. Sew the opening with a
needle and siring; then bake one and
one-quarter hours. Serve tartar sauce
.with baked fish. Plac« a clean strip
of old muslin under fish in pan; this
permits quick removal from pari.

Tartar Sauce.
One-half cup of mayonnaise.
One-half onion, chopped fine.
One green pepper, chopped fine.
Two branches of parsley, choppcd

fine,
One-quarter teaspoon of mustard.
Beat to mix.
If you do not care for mayonnaise,

then place In a sauce
Four tablespoons' of vinegar.
Five tablespoons of water,
One tablespoon of cornstarch.
One tea-spoon of ealt.
One teaspoon of paprika.
One-half teaspoon of mustard.
Stir until dissolved and then bring

to a boil. Cook slowly, for three
minutes and then remove from the
fire. Add one tablespoon of sakid oil
or butter and then chill and then add
the prepared herbs.

Potato CroqaMtei.
Boll three medium-sized potatoes in

their skins and peel, while hot. and
rub through a tine sieve. Add
One tablCvSpoon of butter,
One tablespoon of minced parsley,One teaspoon of salt.
One-half teaspoon of pepper,
Three tablespoons of milk.
Beat to mix and then form into

croquettes and dip into flour and brown
In hot fat and place In a hot oven
until ready to serve.

Plum Tarts.
Wafrh one qiwxt of plums and place

Jn a saucepan and add
One cup of water,
Two cups of brown sugar.
Cook slowly for twenty-five minutes

and then cool. Take one cup of the
etewed plums and .rub them through
» sieve. Place in a saucepan and add
Three leved tablespoons of com-

etaroh.
One-quarter teaspoon of nutmeg
Stir until stanch is dissolved and

then bring to a boll and cook slowly
for five minutes. Cool. Use this for
making tarts.
